Dyer of the Na- 
tional Institute of 
Health, had a 
theory that the 
American form of 
typhus, or jail 
fever, is caused 
by the bite of a rat flea. He could 
not prove it; no one could be asked 
to let such a flea bite him, for ty- 
phus sometimes means death. 

Dr. Dyer experimented with viru- 
lent rat fleas, grinding many of them 
to powder, preparing vaccine for 
tests. 

It will interest the Anti-Vivisce- 
tionist Society to know that one of 
the fleas seems to have escaped and 
avenged all the others. It bit Dr. 
Dyer and proved the soundness of 
his theory, for Dr. Dyer is in the 
Naval hospital, seriously ill with 
typhus fever. 

He will probably recover. Anti- 
Vivisectionists will please observe 
that scientists are willing to share 
the risks.
